DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The applicant's arguments with respect to independent 
claims 1 and 13 are persuasive (see pages 8 and 9 of applicants 
remarks filed 9/16/08). The rejections are hereby withdrawn. 
The Examiner has discovered two new references, while updating 
the search history, however these references fail to teach 
particular claim elements and will be described below with 
respect to the applicant's claimed invention. 

"Simplex Minimization for Single- and Multiple-Reference 
Motion Estimation, " by Al-Mualla et al . teaches different 
methods for optimizing motion estimation and compares and 
contrasts them to each other. Al-Mualla uses block matching for 
the motion estimation, however none of the methods comprises the 
limitation of "block matching the image block in correspondence 
with at least one particular reference picture while excluding 
non-optimal search points in accordance with a comparison of a 
normalization of the image block pixels against a normalization 
of the reference picture pixels as required by claims 1 and 13 
above . " 
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"Using Multiple Global Motion Models for Improved Block- 
Based Video Coding," by Girod et al . also teaches block matching 
for the motion estimation, however Girod fails to teach the 
limitation of "block matching the image block in correspondence 
with at least one particular reference picture while excluding 
non-optimal search points in accordance with a comparison of a 
normalization of the image block pixels against a normalization 
of the reference picture pixels as required by claims 1 and 13." 

Although the Examiner has focused on one limitation in 
claims 1 and 13, the claims are allowable because of that 
limitation in combination with the other recited claim elements. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee and, to 
avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
